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THE WESTERN MARKET 


West of the Rocky Mountains are ten million people with a 
purchasing power unsurpassed by that of any other similiar 
group in the world. 

These ten million people live in a territory equal in area to 
more than one-third the continental United States, and one state 
alone, California, is capable of feeding 50,000,000 people. 

The development of transportation facilities, railways and 
highways, to serve this great empire west of the Rockies has 
kept ahead of the development of the region. 

Railways and highways in this Empire of the West have 
been built by economists, and they all converge at the natural 
production and distribution center of the West, San Francisco 
Bay. 

The San Francisco Bay region, with a population of more 
than 1,250,000 people within a radius of 25 miles, embraces the 
great Bay itself, the world’s greatest landlocked harbor, the city 
of San Francisco, and the Eastbay metropolitan community. 


EASTBAY 


Opposite the Golden Gate, on the mainland side of the great 
San Francisco Bay, with more than 60 miles of deep water 
frontage, is the metropolitan Hastbay district. 

Here are nine contiguous cities with a total population of 
460,000 divided by imaginary city lnes, served by the same 
interurban electric system, the same street railway system, the 
same water system, the same two great power companies, and 
with a common boulevard system. 

. These nine cities from north to south are: Richmond, El 
Cerrito, Albany, Berkeley, Emeryville, Oakland, Piedmont, 
Alameda, and San Leandro. 

A north-to-south waterfront plain of from one to three miles 
in width is backed by a range of foothills rising to 1500 feet. 
This plain is today the scene of the most remarkable industrial 
development in the history of the United States. 

On this plain have been located within the last ten years more 
than 40 Pacific Coast factories of national manufacturing con- 
cerns. Of all eastern and middle western factories that have 
built Pacific Coast factories, 85 per cent have chosen this East- 
bay district for their site. ne 

The foothills, a great 30-mile crescent every part of which is 
within 40 minutes of the waterfront, offer a residential district 
unsurpassed in the world, and here are home sites for more than

Richmond harbor in 1923 handled more than 6,350,000 tons 
of general cargo, excluding lumber, as compared with 1,200,000 
tons at Oakland, 1,500,000 tons at Portland, and less than 6,000,- 
000 tons at Seattle. ; 

Richmond harbor, in point of tonnage, ranks third among 
Pacific Coast ports, being exceeded only by Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. 


TRIBUTARY COUNTRY 


An industrial community's future depends upon its potential 
food supply. In this respeet Richmond stands supreme. 

The two great California Valleys, the Sacramento and the 
San Joaquin, are watered and made fertile by the two rivers 
from which the valleys take their names. The confluence of 
these two streams forms one of the upper reaches of San, Fran- 
cisco Bay, and the lower portions of the two valleys form the 
great ‘‘Delta’’ section of California, where one per cent of the 
state’s area produces one-fourth of the total agricultural output 
of the state. 

This Delta region licyet wo hours from Richmond by motor 
truck or one-half day by river boat, and its importance is at- 
tested by the fact that 90 per cent of the entire asparagus output 
of the United States is produced here. 

Within a 40-mile radius of Richmond lies every part of the 
poultry, fruit, and vegetable growing sections of Contra Costa, 
Alameda, and Sonoma Counties, whose production today is large 
enough to feed a population of 3,500,000 people. The potential 
production of the section within 30 miles of Richmond is large 
enough to feed an industrial population of 10,000,000 people. 

The California cattle and sheep ranges are within easy and 
convenient reach of Richmond, and within 100 miles lie the great 
dairy sections of the state, whose products are trucked into the 
Bay Cities every night. 

The total value of the farm products of the territory within 
60 miles of Richmond was more than $200,000,000 in 1923. 


THE WESTERN MARKET FOR AMERICAN GOODS : 


This great territory cannot longer be served economically 
from Atlantic Coast and Mississippi Valley factories. The com- 
petition from Pacific Coast factories is too great. 

The ten million people in the ‘* Western Market”’ are served 
primarily from the two great Coast industrial districts, San 
Francisco Bay and Los Angeles. 

Within a 400-mile circle whose center is Richmond is the 
heart of the Western Market, the highly developed Central and 
Northern California districts, with the most advanced one-half 
of Nevada and the rich valleys of Southern Oregon. To reach 
the upper Sacramento Valley and northern California from Los 
Angeles requires a haul past Richmond. 

Six paved highways, four railway lines, and the Sacramento- 
San Joaquin River system, tap the back country and drain the 
resources of the two great valleys into the Bay district to serve 
the industrial populations here. 

Similarly, these transportation facilities serve to distribute 
the goods of Richmond factories to a local market whose pur- 
chasing power per thousand of population is unequalled any- 
where. 

Within two hours by motor of the center of Richmond live 
more than 1,350,000 people, one-third the population of Cali- 
fornia and almost one-half its purchasing power.

The ten million people living west of the Rocky Mountains 
are the natural tributary markets of Richmond factories. These 
sections are tied to Richmond by the main line and branch and 
feeder line facilities of the Southern Pacific, Western Pacific, 
and Santa Fe railways. + = 

Freight rates, discussed in detail elsewhere, are such that 
from no other part of the Pacific Coast can these markets be 
reached so easily and conveniently as from Richmond. 

These Pacific Coast markets are so large and important that 
farsighted Eastern and Middle Western manufacturers are 
already serving them from factories located around San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 

These farsighted manufacturers have also considered the 
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‘ploving more than 750 men. 


FOREIGN MARKETS 


During 1924 more than 10,000 freight and passenger ships 
will have entered San Francisco Bay ports. These vessels carry 
the products of American factories to the 1,000,000,000 people 
who live around the Pacific Ocean and who cannot longer be 
served with economy from,Atlantic Coast and Mississippi Val- 
ley factories. oe 

The importance of trade with these markets through San 
Francisco Bay ports is attested by the fact that the shipping 
from San Francisco Bay is today exceeded by the shipping from 
but one other port on the American continent—New York. More 
than six million tons of general cargo passed over Richmond 
wharves alone last year. 

The future of American industry lies in the undeveloped 
markets of the Orient. To reach these markets in competition 
with Japanese and European manufacturers, who generally 
have the advantage of American producers in respect to lower 
labor costs, it is important that every economy be practiced by 
the American producers. . 

This means that the attempt to serve the Oriental market 
from Atlantic Coast or Middle West factories, and bear the bur- 
den of the long haul across the United States, is economically 
unsound, 

These Oriental markets must be served from Pacific Coast 
factories, and when the advantages of the various Pacifie Coast 
ports are surveyed, those of Richmond command instant atten- 
tion,

INDUSTRIAL SITES 


Nowhere else in the entire San Francisco Bay district will 
there be found industrial sites with such advantages as have 
those in Richmond. . 

Sites, within the switching limits, on one or two main line 
overland railways, with spur tracks already in, may be had in 
sizes ranging upward to 300 acres, for prices ranging from 
$1,500 to $3,000 per acre, . 

Many smaller sites, one to two acres, alongside an overland 
railroad, are available for $1,500 to $3,500 per acre. 

All sites may be bought on contract with liberal terms of 
payment. 

The inner harbor district, comprising several hundred acres 
of level land, with harbor and overland railroad facilities, is 
priced at $2,000 to $5,000 per acre, and the city of Richmond 
and the Santa Fe Railway own large tracts in this district which 
ean be had on nominal lease by substantial industries. 

Land which, for the same relative location and advantages, 
costs $12,000 per acre in San Francisco, $15,000 per acre in Los 
Angeles, and $7,500 per acre in Oakland, ean be had in Richmond 
for $2,000 per acre. 

These sites are all served by competing power eompanies, 
overland railways, and have water and gas available. 

No tract of land in the entire industrial distriet of Richmond 
is more than 30 minutes from established zoned residential dis- 
tricts, where employees live in their own bungalows and cottages. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The Santa Fe Railroad's Pacifie Coast Terminal is at Rich- 
mond, where are located its great freight yards and shops em- 
The Southern Pacifie’s Ogden, 
Shasta, Sunset, and San Joaquin Valley Lines converge at Rich- 
mond. ‘These two transcontinental carriers maintain an inter- 
switching agreement and operate in rotation the Richmond Belt 
Line. 

This service gives Richmond the most convenient and ad- 
vantageous local shipping sevice on the Pacifie Coast. 

Switching charges, on either line, on a car destined for a 
main line haul are absorbed by the carrier. 

There are in Richmond now more than 1,000 acres of good 
industrial property served by established spur tracks, which 
ean be had for as low as $1,500 per acre, with a maximum of 
£3,900 per acre. 

Local switching charges are 34 cents per ton, $7.20 per car 
minimum, which ts $3.50 per car cheaper than the charge in San 
Francisco and from $4.00 to $20.00 cheaper than the charge for 
similar service in Los Angeles. These differences in switching 
charges, to a factory handling a great deal of goods in and out by 
water, are a tremendous item in saving to a Richmond factory. 


LOCAL TARIFFS 


Barge rates from San Francisco to Richmond factory doors 
are $3.00 per ton, which is cheaper than railroad rates on L. C. L. 
shipments. Carload rates between any two Bay District cities 
are $15.00 per car, and on these as on other main line hauls the 
loeal switching charges are absorbed by the carrier. 


BELT LINE 


Richmond is the only city in the Eastbay which has a Belt 
Line Railway. This line, privately owned, connects the Southern 
Pacific and the Santa Fe with the Wharves, and passes through 
the most highly developed section of the Richmond industrial 
district for a total length of more than three miles. During 1923 
the Line handled more than 300,000 cars of freight. 


HARBOR FACILITIES 


The Richmond harbor, in point of tonnage, ranks among the 
great ports of the country. More than 6,350,000 tons of cargo, 
excluding lumber, passed over. Richmond docks in 1923. 

The United States Government and the City of Richmond 
jointly have financed a million-dollar project for dredging-the 
Inner Harbor. This work will be completed in 1925, giving 
Richmond one‘of the finest inner harbors in the country, entirely 
surrounded by level industrial property that can be had at low 

rices. 


The total deep water frontage of Richmond is 16 miles, and: 


the 35-foot depth line touches the waterfront at one point and 
is nowhere more han 3000 feet off shore. 

The harbor front is owned partly by the city and partly by 
private intetests. The city operates a splendid municipal wharf, 
which cost to complete, with approaches, more than one million 
dollars, and has plans for additional wharves as the demand for 
space grows. “a Roa. 

‘The municipal wharf connects with the Santa Fe Terminal 
by spur track, and has in connection a huge warehouse for stor- 
age purposes. 

The mean lower low water depth of the outer harbor off the 


municipal wharf is 35 feet, and the channel leading to the inner — 


harbor is 24 feet deep. | 
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INTERURBAN SERVICE 

There is one continuous street and-interurban electric rail- 
way for the service of the entire Eastbay, covering a territory 
30 miles in length. The total mileage of 290 miles serves more 
than 460,000 people and places the labor supply of the entire 
district at the command of a Richmond industry. 

A new ferry service to San Francisco, 35 minutes for the run, 
and 20-minute service, enables Richmond industries to draw 
upon the vast labor supply of San Francisco. 

SACRAMENTO-SAN JOAQUIN RIVER 

The largest inland water transportation system in the United 
States, in point of cargo tonnage, is the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
River System which drains the ‘‘Great Valley’? of California. 
River boats reach head tide water on these two rivers at Sacra- 
mento and Stockton, and barge service the year round augments 
the boat service so as to make this transportation facility a domi- 
nant economie factor in the development of the state. 

A ship canal for sea going vessels is contemplated for the 
Sacramento River to Sacramento, a distance of 90 miles. 

RICHMOND THE THIRD PORT ON THE PACIFIC 

More general cargo tonnage passed over the Richmond 
wharves during 1923 than passed over the wharves of Seattle, 
Portland, or Oakland. 

DEEP water on the mainland side of San Francisco Bay, a 
government-aided harbor, an extensive development program 
as harbor needs increase, and the other natural advantages of 
Richmond, have raised this port to third place among Pacific 
Coast harbors in 23 vears. Los Angeles and San Francisco har- 
bors alone of Pacifie ports show a greater tonnage over the 
wharves. 

This development has all come within a quarter of a century. 

LIFE AND HEALTH 

United States government reports for 1923 show the follow- 
ing astonishing figures on health conditions in this section of 
California, with particular reference to the Eastbay and Rich- 
mond:

These latter figures mean that Richmond saves 16 babies per 
thousand which would die if the nation-wide rate prevailed in 
Richmond. 


»~ EDUCATION 
A splendid system of public, high, and vocational schools 
serves the people of Richmond, and the usual California high 


standards in instruction prevail. Beeause of the industrial life 
upon which the city depends, especial emphasis is placed upon 
vocational and trade school work. 

Thirty minutes from Richmond by direct car line is the great 
University of California, and Richmond young men and women 
live at home and attend the University. 

Mills College, greatest women’s college in the West. is located 
in Oakland, conveniently near for Richmond young women, and 
Leland Stanford University at Palo Alto, 50 minutes by car 
from Richmond, and numerous other colleges in San Francisco 
that ean be reached by rapid ferry service, are convenient for 
the attendance of students living iin Richmond. 


PROTECTION OF LIFE AND PROPERTY 

Richmond will spend this year 27 cents out of every tax dol- 
lar for police and fire protection. ‘The fire loss in Richmond 1s 
only $1.19 per capita, compared with the national average of 
“4.75 per capita. 

The fire department has recently (March, 1924) been sur- 
veved by the engineering department of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, and the recommendations of that body are 
now under favorable consideration by the city administration. 

The city maintains a ltigh pressure salt water system to sup- 
plement the fire-fighting facilities, and powerful pumps at the 
waterfront are capable of filling every water main in the city 
with high pressure salt water in a few minutes, should the regu- 
lar water supply fail in a fire emergency. 

The police department of Richmond is efficient and effective, 
and nowhere in the country are life and property more safe than 
in Richmond. 

PUBLIC FINANCE 


The total bonded indebtedness of the city of Richmond is 
only $1,350,000, of which more than one million dollars repre- 
sents the municipal wharf. The assessment roll is more than 
$26,000,000. 

The city manager form of government, and a modern budget 
system, afford a business-like administration of the city’s busi- 
ness. 

The effectiveness of the city’s government is indicated by the 
fact that the city’s tax rate is only $1.85 per hundred of assessed 
valuations, one of the lowest rates in the country. 

The city has a liberal assessment policy with respect to in- 
dustriées, the ratio of assessment to actual value ranging from 
25 to 50 per cent, with liberal consideration of the income value 
of industrial property. 

HOUSING AND LIVING CONDITIONS 


Richmond has practically no apartment house or flat-dwell- 
ing population. The California bungalow prevails, and working 
men live in established residential zones within 30 minutes of 
their work. Rapid street railway service, and the almost uni- 
versal ownership of automobiles, place the workingman’s home 
at the door of the factory where he works. 

Richmond’s residence district is spreading to the foothills, 
which rise in a semi-circle two miles from the waterfront, and 
which are already tapped by street car lines. Thus there can 
never be in Richmond what all Eastern and most Western cities 
call a ‘‘housing problem.”’ 

About 53 per cent of Richmond people own their own homes, 
a percentage of home ownership not duplicated elsewhere in the 
United States in any city of similar size and industrial activity. 

Labor effectiveness in a city so favored ts a matter to be con- 
sidered by any manufacturer who contemplates a Bay district 
plant. 9 a 

For those who rent, the cheap lands in the residence districts 
where lots range from $350 to $750, make it possible for working 


men to rent modern small houses for $20:00 to $40.00 per month.

PUBLIC RECREATION FACILITIES 
A complete system of parks and playgrounds, serving every 
residence section in the city, is under construction by the city. 
The municipal tennis courts are patronized to capacity, and a 


bond issue was voted in May, 1924, to construct a municipal . 


swimming pool which will be the largest indoor pool in the Kast- 
bay region. — 

The city during 1924 will spend more than 3‘cents out of 
every tax dollar for the maintenance of parks and playgrounds, 
and more than 15 per cent of the outstanding bonds of the city 
represent recreation facilities. 

‘A municipally supported symphony orchestra caters to the 
music lovers of the community and during the larger portion of 
the vear renders publie concerts. 

The Berkeley Country Club is just one mile bey,ond the Rich- 
mond city limits, and numerous other golf courses in the East- 
bay afford opportunities for this form of pastime. 

Richmond is connected by 20-minute ferry service with 
Marin County, the park and playground of northern California. 

Four modern theaters, including one combination motion 
picture and vaudeville house, are well patronized by the public 
and rapid transportation facilities place the amusement houses 
of the other Bay cities within easy and convenient reach of 
Richmond citizens. 

“CHURCHES AND LODGES 

The religious life of the people is cared for by the 20 churches 
in Richmond, and the total number of church communicants 1s 
more than 50 per cent of the total population of the city, an un- 
usual high percentage. 

Practically every fraternal organization in the country has a 
local lodge or chapter, those organizations which appeal espe- 
cially to working men being particularly strong in numbers and 
influence. 


During the last 23 vears Richmond has passed 228 towns and 
cities in California in population and payrolls. The city is now 
the fourth payroll city in California. 

During the last ten years, the industrial growth of Richmond 
has been 625 per cent—the most rapidly growing industrial city 
of any consequence on the Pacifie Coast. 

The output of Richmond factories during 1924 will exceed 
135 million dollars, and the payroll will exceed 15 million dollars. 
The city contains the largest individual payrolls in the entire 
San Franeiseo Bay region. 

POWER 

No city in the United States is more advantageously placed 
with respect to fuel and power than Richmond. 

The Western States Gas & Electric Company (an H. M. 
Byllesby subsidiary) is the chief power distributor in the city, 
but the Pacific Gas & Electric Company and the Great Western 
Power Company also serve Richmond. The high power trans- 
mission lines from the hydro-electric plants in the Sierra Ne- 
vada Mountains reach Richmond first of the Bay cities, and 
Richmond thus has first call on the vast resources of the hydro- 
electric power projects. 

Rates are set by the California Railroad Commission, and 
have been characterized by Herbert Hoover as ‘The cheapest 
in the United States."’ The following rate schedule prevails at 
the present time: 

COMMERCIAL SERVICE 
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CLIMATE AND RAINFALL 

A mean annual temperature of about 58 degrees, little fog, 
no freezing or hot weather, and a mean annual rainfall of about 
20 inches are the outstanding features of Richmond climate. 

This is the climate which was characterized by Charles M. 
Schwab as the ‘‘best year-round working climate in the United 
States.”’ : 

The rainfall almost all occurs during the months of October 
to April, with practically no precipitiation during the interven- 
ing months. The total number of rainy days in the year ranges 
from ‘50 to 80. 

There are less than 30 days in the year cold enough to show 
frost. 

Climatic conditions add from 10 to 25 per cent to the ef- 
fectiveness of labor in Richmond factories. 


WATER 


The East Bay Water Company, with.a 30-million-dollar 
plant, supplies a territory 35 miles in length along the east side 
of San Francisco Bay and serves ten cities—Richmond, Berke- 
ley, Emeryville, Oakland, Piedmont, Albany, El Cerrito, Ala- 
meda, San Leandro, and Newark. 

The first nine Eastbay cities named above with a combined 
population of 460,000 have recently formed a public utility dis- 
trict to acquire the East Bay Water Company and develop new 
sources of water to meet the future needs of the district. Pend- 
ing that time, the company is building a new $3,000,000 dam and 
reservoir to impound additional water. 

There are more than 3200 industrial wells in the Eastbay 
district, and enough water to supply the needs of any consider- 
able industry in Richmond can be had from wells drilled to 100 
feet. 


TRAP-CAR SERVICE 


Richmond enjoys a trap-car or L. C. L. service which in itself 
is enough to justify the location here of any faetory having con- 
siderable L. C. L. or local shipments. 

This service costs $2.70 per car. For this fee the Southern 
Pacific or Santa Fe will pick up carload,lots of L. C. L. ship- 
ments at the plant and transfer them to the freight warehouse, 
or handle incoming L. C. L. shipments from freight station to

This service could not possibly be duplicated by truck for 
anything approximating the rate charged by the railroads. 
“Neither Los Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle, Portland, nor 
any other city on the Pacific Coast, except the Eastbay cities,

FUEL OIL 

California produced last year one-fourth of all the petroleum 
produced in the United States, and much of the oil refined in 
California is refined in plants located in or near Richmond. 
The Standard Oil plant at Richmond employs 2700 men and 
receives the crude oil by tanker and pipe line from the oil fields. 
Likewise are operated the nearby refineries of the Associated Oil 
Company, the Union Oil Company, and the Shell Oil Company. 
_ Fuel oil prices in California, delivered to plant, are cheaper 
in cost of heat units than is coal delivered to a Pittsburgh plant. 


CONTRA COSTA COUNTY 


An agricultural county whose manufactured products in 1923 
amounted to more than $400,000,000 is the economic anomaly 
presented by Contra Costa County. 

_ The county, whose largest city is Richmond, and whose farm- 

Ing area 1s more than 300,000 acres of fertile land, is the larder 

of the Bay district factory cities. 

The agricultural, dairy, and truck garden resources of the 
county are indicated by the following data for 1923: 

1. More than 35,000 dairy cattle and $2,225,000 invested in 
creameries and the production of milk and milk products. 
The third county in the state in almond production, with 
250,000 trees. 

3. Grain crops worth iin excess of $3,500,000. 

4. Garden truck and small fruit valued at more than $2,- 

400,000. 

Poultry and eggs valued at $1,200,000. 

. A-varied farming industry producing fruits, nuts, grains, 
vegetables, asparagus, potatoes, alfalfa, dairy products, 
sheep, beef cattle, hogs, celery, and every other food pro- 
duced on any farm anywhere for the sustenance of a 
prosperous industrial population. 

’ THE REASONS 

Contra Costa County has more than 70 miles of Bay front- 
age, and the cheap industrial sites to be had along this deep 
water frontage have served to attract the scores of factories 
which now operate here so successfully. 

Sea-going steamers call at the docks of every city and town 
named in the foregoing summary, and the great resources of the 
western states are brought to our doors by the two transconti- 
nental railways which traverse the county from end to end. 

The ideal living conditions to be found in small California 
towns emphasize the advantages of Contra Costa County towns 
and cities as factory sites. 

The immediately accessible labor supplies of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay district offer fresh supplies of labor as they are 
needed. From the remotest end of Contra Costa County, it is 
but two hours to Oakland and three hours to San Francisco. 

The two overland railways, and the deep water connections 
with trans-Pacifie and Pacific Coast markets, are such that these 
cities are accessible to every part of the market served by the 
largest industry. 

THE BAY DISTRICT 

The so-called ‘*San Francisco Bay District’? comprises six 
counties touching upon the Bay, and the following table from 
the 1920 United States census indicates the remarkable indus- 
trial activity of this district as compared with the next most im- 
portant industrial district on the Pacific Coast, Los Angeles.

CALIFORNIA DELTA 

The upper end of the country is in the great Delta District 
of the Sacramento-San Joaquin Rivers and their tributaries, 
sometimes called the ‘‘Holland of America.’’ This Delta com- 
prises one per cent of the state’s area and produces one-fourth » 
the total farm products of the entire state. — 

Out of this Delta come every year 1,500,000 cases of aspara- 
gus (which is 90 per cent of the country’s crop), 1400 carloads 
of sugar beets, 3,000,000 sacks of poatoes, and every variety of 
fruit and vegetable except citrus fruits. 

There are four seed cleaning plants and twelve fruit and 
vegetable canneries in the Delta.
